Claims 1-6, 9-13 and 16-18 are; rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Votava (U.S. Patent 4,785,657). 

Votava shows in Figure 3 a work transfer device having a pair of bars 16 and 17 
provided on a moving bolster, a feed carrier 51 held by the bars, a longitudinal drive, a 
lift drive and a work holder 14. 

Re claim 2, see Figures 2 and 3 for a transverse stroke. 

Re claims 3-6, 12 and 13, see columns 3 and 4 for a discussion of the motors used. 

Re claims 9 and 16, the work holders are fully capable of being detached. 

Re claims 10 and 17, see rack and pinion 1 1 1 and 1 12 for adjusting an interval 
between the bars. 

Re claims 1 1 and 1 8, see Figure 2 and 4. 

Claims 7, 8, 14 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent forni including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
